the reassembling of the Court of Ala, 
bama Claims yesterday, Presiding Judge 
Harlan said: 

“It is obvious that the 1,466 remaining 
cases cain not be properly adjudicated, 
the interest computed, and lists of jadg- 
Ments compared and certified to the 
Secretary of State Swithin the seventy- 
four working days remaining, without 
extraordinary efforts on the part of the 
court, its officers and employes, aud 
also on the part of the counsel for claim- 
ants. But with such efforts and co-op- 
eration, the court thinks it will be pos- 
sible to achieve this result. In view of 
the great hardship which would accrue by 
a further postponement to many thou. 
sands of legal claimants, who have al- 
ready waited long for their just dues, 
the Court feels compelled to adopt and 
to rigidly enforce the most stringent 
rules consistent with justice and the us- 
ages of courts, to hasten the trial and de. 
termination of causes; and on its own 
part to devote all the time within tha 
limits of physical endurance, without 
reference to the usual hours for office 
work, in the endeavor to complete this 
work prior to the date named.”’ 

After stating certain requirements 
which counsel for the claimants would 
be expected to observe in order to facili- 
tate business. Judge Harlan continued: 

“In the opinion of the Court, after 
careful consideration, it will be impossi- 
ble for it to complete its work within the 
time limited by law with a smaller 
force of employes than it now has on 
its pay rolls. Nor does it think that 
their compensation could be justly 
diminished. The monthly payment of a 
considerable number of these employes

has been unexpectedly suspended 
on account of a. question having 
been ~ recently raised by the ac- 


counting officers of the Treasury 
Department as tothe legal authority of 
the court to authorize their employment, 
which it is understood is under consid- 
eration by the Department of State.

LITERALLY STARVING. 


The Terrible Condition of the Fishermen 
and Their Families On the Labrador 
Coast—The Catch a Failure aud. Starva- 
tion Invading Their Homes, 

Ortawa, OxtT., October 6.—-It has 
been officially announced here that the 
Labrador fisheries have proved a failure 
and tbat the inhabitants along that inhos- 
pitable shore are starving. The news 
came by way of St. Johns, N. F., a fishing 
schooner having put in there Thursday, 
bearing for the Government a petition 
from the inhabitants of Sandwich Bay 
stating that they were starving and im- 
ploring assistance before the winter sets 
in. The captain states that already snow 
has fallen on several occasions. Cod and 
mackerel seem to have vanished from the 
waters. The porgies fish have been so 
scarce that the oil factories have not 
beer? able to obtain sufficient to keep 
them running, and have consequently 
closed up for the sesson, throwing out of 
employment a large number of per- 
sons. , These have been living on what 
they could beg. Articles of food 
‘have Jong since reached such fabu- 
lous prices as to be entirely outof the 
reach of the poor. The supply of flour 
is entirely exhausted. Scurvy has made 
its appearance, and many have dicd from 
it, The suffering of the women and 
children beggars all -description, the lit- 
tle ones dying in the arms of mothers 
who have no food to give them, and cold 
and exposure complete the list of woes. 
The news creates great excitement. The 
Government acted with promptness and 
hurried fuel and provisions on board a 
steamer which sailed yesterday. Several 
ships will be necessary to meet the de- 
mand, as the famine extends along tbe 
entire coast.

‘Tliere: a meeting of prominent news- 
‘paper mén in this city last week. The 
purpose of this meeting was not gener- 
ally known. These gentlemen have in- 
vested large sums in a type-setting ma- 
chine. This machine was made in Balti- 
more, and has been upon the eve of so- 
called completion for a number of years. 
It was originally backed by John Cla- 
phane, one of the leading stenographers 
here. He organized a company, which 
was made up of nearly all of the official 
stenographers- of Washington. Their 
capital being limited, and the experl- 
ments of the invention not reaching suc- 
cess within a fixed period covered by 
their means, other investors have been 
taken in from time to time. Mr. Hutch. 
ins, the editor of the Washington Post, 
appeared to think well of the invention, 
and bought its stock during the second 
period of the increase of the company. 
It is understood that through his repre- 
sentations Whitelaw Ried, of the New 
York’ Tribune; Richard Smith, of the Cin- 
cinnati Gazette; Mr. Haldeman, of the 
Louisville Courier-Journal; William 
Henry Smith, of the New York Asso- 
ciated Press, and Mr. Stone, of the News 
of Chicazo, have become investors. It 
is said that these last named gentlemen 
have invested in all $250,000 in the 
stock, which two years ago was at fif- 
teen. Itis now said to be at sixty, but 
it is a question whether any block of the 
stock could be sold at that figure. It 
has been claimed for this machine that 
it would do away with the composition 
entirely. With the keyboard of a type 
writer any one capable of writing, 
this last named machine would be able 
to set the matter up and stereotype at 
the same time the type required for the 
printing of a newspaper. The machine 
has been inspected by a number of exe 
perts. Itis very ingeneous and will un- 
doubtedly be used in printing book work, 
circulars or in copying legal documents, 
But is a very serious question among the 
stockholders whether this machine will 
ever be sufficient to meet all the require- 
ments of the modern newspaper publica. 
tion office. The meeting of the news- 
paper people held here last week was for 
the purpose of considering the question 
of whether the headquarters of the com- 
pany should not be transferred to New 
York, and to further consider ways 
and means of raising money for 
further experimenting with this machine. 
There are a number of conflicting stories 
about the condition reached in the con- 
struction of this newinvention. It is 
claimed by some of the gentlemen inter- 
ested in it that it is now perfect and 
ready to be used. If this is true, this 
fact will be early disclosed, because the 
majority of the gentlemen interested in it 
have controlof publication offices where 
the usecf this machine would certainly 
make a great sensation. It has been 
claimed for several years that this inven- 
tion would rival the telephone in the 
profits resulting from it, and the news- 
papers not in the company controlling it 
would be driven to severe loss from 
their ivnability to compete’ with 
the offices having ft. It. has been 
claimed that this machine would 
reduce the price of composition two- 
thirds. This invention has now been 
under way four years. Two years ago 
Abram S. Hewitt came very near invest- 
ing in it, so as to secure the control, but 
his judgment, after investigating its 
merits, led him to withhold the invest- 
ment. This invention has been the sub- 
ject of a great deal of talk at Washing- 
ton. The principal inevstors in it seem 
to be perfectly confident that it is one of 
the greatest luventions of modern times, 
and that it wi return a royal income to 
its stockholders, while there are cold- 
blooded, cynical minded people who 
argue that it is the Keely motor over 
again, and that, while the machine is 
very ingenious, it never can be made 
practical for the use of newspapers.

The Manner in Which an Interesting Cali. 
" fornia Industry Is Carried On. 

‘Hello! what are’ you doing?’ was 
asked yesterday of an old Cincinnatian 
who was on ‘Change, but who for sey- 
eral years has been a resident of Lower 
California. 

‘Got a new business. Lots of money 
in it. Iam running an ostrich farm 
and haye done so well that I’m think- 
ing of importing a couple of hundred 
more birds from Cape'‘Town.” 

*‘Where’s the money?”’ 

“Why, in the feathers, man. They 
retail at several dollars apiece, and the 
demand for them is continually in- 
creasing and will so long as women 
possess vanity.”’ 

‘‘How many feathers will an ostrich 
yield?”’ 

“That depends. Some of them as 
much as fifteen pounds at a clipping; 
others not more thanthree. Thelongy 
white plumes that the ladies all over 
the world prize so highly grow on the 
ends of the wings of the males. A 
good bird in his prime will vield from 
twenty to forty of these feathers, be- 
sides a few black feathers from the 
wings. The tail feathers are not so 
valuable or beautiful. The hen yields 
fine plumes from her wing tips, but 
they are generally spotted and flecked 
with gray and are called feminines. 
Those which in the male bird are black 
are gray with her.” 

‘How many does it take to make a 
pound?” 

‘From one hundred and twenty to 
one hundred and thirty good long 
feathers go to the pound. They are 
packed carefully in cases with plenty 
of pepper and tobacco so as to prevent 
their injury by vermin and moths.” 

‘‘They are sorted, | suppose?” 

“Oh yes, according to their quality 
and purity of color. The pure whites 
from the wings are called ‘bloods,’ 
the next quality ‘prime whites,’ ‘firsts,’ 
‘seconds’ and so on. ‘Bloods’ bring 
from two hundred to two hundred and 
fifty dollars a pound in the wholesale 
market, and from this figure feathers 
run down as low as a few dollars to 
the pound.” 

“What are the birds worth?” 

‘‘A healthy bird a week old is worth 
fifty dollars; at three months, seventy- 
five dollars: at six months, one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars. You can begin 
to pluck the feathers when the bird is 
a year old and they will yield about 
thirty-five dollars worth apiece.”’ 

‘When do you pair them?” 

“Not until they are about five years 
old; then each pair yields from eight- 
een to twenty-four eggs each season. 
These pairs are kept in inclosures by 
chaniedan because the males are very 
jealous and they take sudden fits and 
will fight ferociously, frequently tear- 
ing each other’s eyes out, pulling out 
feathers and sometimes breaking legs.”’ 

“Do they kick hard?”’ 

‘Why a blow from one of their legs 
has been known to break a man’s leg, 
while the claw, above an inch long, of 
the front toe will tear the flesh from 
head to foot. The wound from this is 
said to be poisonous.” 

“How about raising young ostriches?” 

“That’s done by hatching the eggs 
with an incubator. The chicks thrive 
and do well. Ostriches pair about the 
beginning of March and the female 
lays her eggs toward the end of April. 

Her nest is a hollow basin that she 
scrapes out of the sand. She lays about 
two dozen eggs and arranges them in 
the nest in the form of a triangle, with 
the point in front of her. Some of the 
eggs do not get hatched, and these she 
breaks to feed to the young ones that 
are hatched for the tirst few weeks 
they are out of their shell. It takes 
six weeks to hatch the young birds and 
in three weeks they attain their full 
size. They live a great deal together, 
and it is not uncommon to see the 
nests of a large family together, the 
grandfather and grandmother in the 
middle and the younger generations 
gathered round about.”’ 

‘‘What do you feed these young 0os- 
triches hatched out by the incubators?” 

‘The principal food is lucerne and 
thistles and tender herbs that grow in 
the country. Old birds will feed on 
matured herbs and plants, the leaves 
of which they will strip off with their 
beaks. They are also fed on Indian 
corn, of which they are very fond.”’ 

‘Are they vieious when breeding ?”’ 

“Yes; especially sheanale, which has 
been known te attack “and kill a man. 
They are a fearless animal at such 
times. When - female leaves the 
“nest the maek®sitfaspon the eggs, and 
while she is sitting he ‘walks about in a 
lordly manner in order that no harm 
may come.’’— Cincinnati Enquirer.

‘ ticular food administered, but to any 
other that may be offered which would 
under other circnmstances be entirely 
aceeptable'to the fastidious little one. 
This repeated refusal adds anxiety to 
anxiety, the fact being overlooked that it 
is Abnormal and might easily have been 
averted. Moreover, we can not tell to 
what extent our own feelings at such a

Moreover, when, in dressing gown 
and slippers, he might have been ex- 
pected to throw off his poetic trammels, 
he still studied the nature of the posture 
to be assumed as attentively as if he 
had been sitting for his picture. He 
had a morbid dread of corpulency, and 
almost underwent the pangs of starva- 
tion in his efforts to preserve a proper 
poetic fragility. A thn slice of bread, 
with acup of tea, constituted his break- 
fast;ehe then took a light vegetable 
dinner, and in the evening a cup of 
green tea. Impressed, with the idea 
that poets should live upon air, he 
often pretended to be more ethereal 
than any mortal man could expect to 
be—and live.

“Will you take fish?” 

‘No, I never eat fish.”’

It seemed necessary, at that point, to 
inquire what he could cat, and Byron 
returned: 

“Nothing but hard biscuits and soda 
water.”’ 

Some days after, Rogers, meeting a 
common friend, asked: 

‘How long will Byron continue his 
peculiar style of diet?” 

“Just as long as you continue to no- 
tice it,’’ was the shrewd answer. 

Poor poet! Set up asa target forthe 
world’s glances, and condemned by his 
own vanity to keep the pose consid- 
ered appropriate to that position! Let 
us hope that the poet of the future—for 
that altogether admirable individual 
must now be in process of ‘‘growing 
up’’—will take warning by the absurd 
affectations of his predecessor, and de- 
termine to be man or woman; not a 
puppet, worked by the string of senti- 
mental fancies.— Youth's Companion. 
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How Plug Hats Are Made.

To make the silk stove-pipe hats, a 
large square of muslin is dipped into 
shellac, wrung out and then stretched 
over a wooden frame to dry. After 
drying it is cut up into sizes and shapes 
suitable for the various parts of the 
hat. Some pieces are cut on the bias 
for the crowns of hats, others are stitf- 
ened particularly for the brims, while 
the muslin for the central cylinders, 
which are the sides, is cut into oblong 
squares. ‘The material for a dozen of 
these hats is then given to a workman, 
who draws the frame of the hat to- 
gether around the block and fastens it 
by means of a hotiron. The shell of 
the hat, as it is called, is then var- 
nished and dried, making it stiff, and 
then the silk plush is put on, a man 
ironing it to the shellac-covered shell 


the iron. Girls sew in the crown and 
the brim after the sides of the shell 
have been fastened. and then the seams 
are gone over with a hot iron, which 
conceals all traces of them. The brim 
is then curled, as in the case of the felt 
article, and then the hat goes away to 
the luering machine, where polish 
brushes, revolving rapidly, give it a 
high polish. From the luering ma- 
chine it goes to the hands of a girl, 
who trims it and puts in the lining.— 
Boston Statesman.

SPORT, IN ASIA. 


Afghans Disguised as Leopards—The Tark- 
estan Bow—Hindoo Snares. 

The natives of Candahar adopt a very 
novel and successful method of en- 
ticing partridges within reach. They 
wear a mask or long veil of a coarse 
yellow cotton cloth, dotted all over 
with black spots, having eyeholes, and 
hanging in loose folds round the body 
of thesportsman. Thus disguised, he 
creeps cautiously on hands and knees 
toward the spot whence the ‘‘chickor”’ 
ealls. ‘The bird takes him for a leop- 
ard, an animal to which it has the 
greatest aversion, and will collect all 
its species in the neighborhood with 
loud calls, and allow the make-belief to 
approach while they scream and flutter 
when with gun or net he can secure 
them with little difficulty. 

For catching partridges a peculiar 
kind of bow is used in Turkestan. It 
is formed of a long elastic rod, which 
is stuck into the ground and then bent 





.down and held in that position by a 


small catch arranged on a fork-shaped 
twig stuck into the ground; upon the 
catch are placed small sticks, on which 
the noose of the bow is ranged, under 
which some food is strewn, generally 
Indian corn. As soon as the bird 
steps on one of the sticks placed on the 
catch the bow becomes detached, and 
he flies upward with the latter caught 
in the noose either by the leg or head. 

There is another original appliance 
for catching partridges in th® same 
country, which may be called, for the 
want of a better term, a fowling line. 
It consists of apeg, with strong twine 
attached to it, on the end of which is 
fastened a grain of Indian corn. A 
whole row of these pegs are driven into 
the ground along a path among the 
reeds The partridge or pheasant in 
swallowing the grain becomes captive, 
and remains attached to the peg until 
the sportsman makes his appearance. 

These birds and smaller ones are 
taken by Pardis, a wandering tribe of 
Indians, in long, conical bag nets, kept 
open by hoops, and provided with a 
pair of folding doors. Bullocks are 
used to walk through the long jungle 
grass and drive the birds into the nets, 
without alarming them sufficiently to 
cause them to fly. After the usual 
thoughtless cruelty of their race, the 
Pardis break both wings and legs of 
each bird directly after capture, and 
thus the miserable victims are carried 
through a hot morning sun, all bas- 
keted together, to market. 

The Hindoos are said to equip them- 
selves with a light framework of split 
hbamboos, resembling the skeleton of a 
kite, and covered with green twigs, 
leaving two loopholes to see through 
and another lower down for the inser- 
tion of the rod. This they fasten be- 
fore them when they are in the act of 
catching birds, thus leaving both hands 
at liberty and remaining completely 
concealed from view. The wand they 
use is twenty-four feet long. resembling 
a fishing-rod& They also carry with 
them horse-hair nooses of different 
sizes and strength. likewise bird lime 
and a variety of calls, with which they 
can imitate the various birds’ notes 
with the utmost nicety. As they pro- 
ceed through the various covers they 
use the different calls for the birds they 
think reside there, and when the call 
is answered, suppose it be a bevy of 
quails, they continue calling them un- 
til they get quite close; they then arm 
the top of their rod with a feather 
ameared in bird lime, and pass it 
through the lower hole in their frame 
of ambush, and continue adding other 
parts until they have five or six out, 
which they use with great dexterity, 
finally touching one of the quails with 
the feather, which adheres to them. 
They then withdraw the rod, arm it 
again, and touch three or four more in 
the same manner, before they attempt 
to snare any of them.—London Tele.

Materials and Trimmings Used With the 
Latest New York Styles.

Many of the velvet and felt bonnets 
are trimmed with ribbons alone—a re- 
turn to the fashions of long ago—dis- 
pensing with flowers, feathers or beads. 
This style is severe, but milliners say it 
is youthful, and predict its popularity 
for the demure-lqokipg Bitthe bopnets 
that are shown for very young ladies. 
The plain repped or satin tibbons with 
purled edges are chosen darker than 
the bonnet, and are arranged in a high 
narrow bow of long.loops on top of 
the front, aspiring to great height at 
the back of the crown.

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Health of Coal-Miners. 





_A great variety of industrial employ- 
ments are directly and largely produc- 
tive of pulmonary disease, notably 
among stone-cutters, steel-grinders, 
jiron-mine’s, etc. Taking pulmonary 
consumpt:on as a test disease of the 
hurtful effects of inhaling metallic 
dust, there is a mortality of 69 in every 
100 sick needle-makers, diminishing to 
10 in every 100 sck brass-workers. 
Mineral dust causes a maximum death- 
rate from consumption of 90 per cent. 
of the total mortality among grind- 
stone-makers, animal dust causes 49 
per cent., and dust from poisonous 
metals 36 per cent. of such mortality, 
respectively, in the workers exposed. 
Of those exposed to vegetable dust, 60 
out of every 100 deaths among the cot- 
ton, flax and hemp-dressers are due to 
consumption, while among _ coal- 
m'‘ners only afraction of one in the 
100 deaths is due to th‘s cause. Re- 
cent investigations show not only that 
consumption is not caused by coal- 
mining, but that this is the healthiest 
of industrial employments. Looking 
to the longevity, high standard of 
health, and low death-rate of coal- 
miners, and to their remarkable free- 
dom from pulmonary d sease, there 
vould seem to be some special protec- 
tive feature in coal-mining operations 
not shared by the rest of the dusty 
trades. It is surmised that this may 
be due to the antiseptic properties of 
the carbon constantly inhaled.— Chica- 
qo News.
